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A NEW ELECTRIC PROJECT 

Wynn and Orvls Create Very favorable 
Sentiment for New Line 

From Wauconda to Palatine and Volo, 
Lake and neighboringcountiea are again 
alive with favorable sentiment towards 
a new electric project, only this time 
the project is the familiar Robert D, 
Wynn plan of a lino west from Wauke- 
gan. 

Tho first net result of the feeling in 
favor of an electric road to this now 
almost inaccesiible portion of the vicin- 
ity of Waukegan waa a public meeting 
Wednesday night at Oakland Pavilion in 
Wauconda, 

As is well known, lately Robert D. 
Wynn, the head of the 'project, and At- 
torney J. K. Orvis have been working 
up plans for the lake road anew, and 
have been making trips through the 
county seeking to interest the people. 

From Wauconda to Palatine and Volo 
feeling in favor of the road is red hot, 
except that the Waucondans and others 
desire and have the" promise that the 
first stretch of the proposed lakes road 
will be built between Wauconda and 
Palatine. 

There Is now nearly three million idle 
money in Waukegan, and nearly seven 
million in Lake and McHenry counties. 
The people of Wauconda and vicinity 
have promised to open the barrels, or in 
fact knock the heads^off if the road will 
build between Wauconda and Palatine 
first 

In general the plan is to get 500 men 
along the proposed route to give $200 or 
more or less to make up about $100,000 
when the road will be built at once and 
afterwards probably bonded to make 
other links possible. 

The road would connect with the 
Northwestern at Palatine and make fine 
connections for Wauconda and vicinity. 
It is also proposed to extend the line 
into the' Fox Lake region, taking in 
Antioch and on to Wilmot

Her left leg was broken, her right 
arm was shattered, and the spine was

One of the most daring sneak thief 
robberies that has been committed in 
Waukegan in years, took place Satur- 
day evening when thieves took diamond 
rings from the jewelry store of C. P. 
Ingalls and Brother, valued at between 
$3,000 and H 000. 

The loot consisted of seventy-two 
rings, valued up to $400 each. 

The police of Chicago, Milwaukee and 
other cities were notified as were also 
the insurance of detective agencies and 
they are all working on the case which 
is one of the worst of the kind reported 
In this section in years. 

The robbery is believed, to have oc- 
curred at about 6:80 o'clock. 

It was about 6:30 when the first man 
entered the store. He walked to the 
rear and asked for violin strings. These 
are in a case in front and when Robert 
Ingalls started for them the stranger 
asked to see some photographic plates 
which occupied a place on a shelf near 
where he waa standing. 

While he waa examining these the ■ 
second man entered and asked Mr. 
Brown to see some silverware, A 
third clerk was at the time waiting oa 
two women. 

The belief is that, while the employ- 
ees were thus engaged with the men 
and women the third man sneaked be- 
hind the counter in the front pd-j-of 
the store and slipped the trays coritiifn- ^ 
ing the diamond rings under his coat 
and slipped out quietly and unnoticed. 
The robbery was not discovered until 

between 9:30 and 10 o'clock when Robert 
Ingalls started to put away the jewelry 
for the night. ■ Then he found the trays 
gone. 

The connection between the men in 
question and their determined effort to 
concentrate the attention of the em- 
ployes to distant parts' of the store, led 
to the belief that the gang had worked 
a clever scheme in order to loot the store 
of the valuables. 

Chiefs Connolly and Tyrrell were at 
once notified and started work on the 
cose, 

Tho description of the men who had 
entered the store was given the police 
and they sent these out to ofilcials along 
the line. However, the fact that the 
men had three hours start before the 
robbery was discovered, indicates that 
the chances for locating the jewels are 
rather small. The likelihood is that the 
thieves would break the diamonds out 
of the rings, melt up the gold and hold 
the diamonds until they can safely dis- 
pose of them. 

The robbery was rather co-incidental 
because, on Friday night, at the park, 
celebration meeting, Robert Ingalls. 
who is secretary of the celebration, 
made the statement that the $100 dia- 
mond ring which would be awarded the 
queen of the carnival, would be placed 
on exhibition in their window at once, 
the purchase having been made. 

"Don't let it be stolen as were the 
Sun contest diamonds a few years ago 
when tho window was smashed and the 
rings taken out," remarked one of tho 
committee. Everybody smiled and Mr. 
Ingalls remarked that it would be locked 
up at night And to think that the 
next night 72 times as many rings were 
stolen from the store. 

The diamonds stolen were kept in 
patent trays, locked in the show case 
and in every way protected as Is dona 
now-a-days in a modern jewelry store.

Chicago.— Without aur opening 
Btatemcnt to -the jury attornoya for 
the dofense in the Leo O'NeU Drowno 
bribery trial put their first witnesses 
on tho stand Monday. The state 
closed Its case Saturday, after Hepre- 
sentatlvea Charles A. Wblte, H. J.C. 
Beckemeyer and, Michael Link had 
testified that tliey hatl received Jl.OOO 
each from the defendant > Llnh's tes- 
timony In this regard diCfered from 
that of tho other two men by denying 
that when Browne had handed him 
the money the latter had said It was 
given for tho Lorlmer vote, or for any 
other act performed. Each represent- 
ative, although all are Democrats, 
teetlfled that they had -voted -for Mr. 
Lorlmcr for senator. '^' 1. ■; 

Before any witness was called, by 
the defense Judge McSurely was kept 
busy for awhile overruling motion* 
made by Browne's ccunseL - . . 

First, counsel asked the court .to 
take the casp from tho jury and order 
a verdict of not guilty. Tho. motion 
was promptly denied by Judge Mc- 
Surely, _ 

Then Attorney, Forest moved to ex- 
clude the moat Important sections of 
tho testimony given by nepresonla- 
tlves White, Beckemeyer and Link, 
all of whom admitted oh the witness 
stand that they received money after 
having voted for Lorimer. The court 
decUued to Instruct the Jury to disre- 
gard the testimony given by these wit- 
nesses. 

The first witness tho defense put on 
the stand waa Representative Charlca 
A. White, who was recalled for fur- 
ther cross-examination. 

It became apparent that labor lead- 
ers are to bo brought litto the trial. 
Judge McSurely Issued subpoenas for 
the three members of the legislative 
committee of tho Chicago Federation 
of Labor who were delegated to attend 
tho sessions of the last legislature. 

In addition to this two of tho lead- 
ing witnesses were labor men — 
George F. Gloss, a motorman, and 
George Doyle, Inspector of engines for 
the' Wabttsh railroad and a member of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists. 

■; Gloss' testimony had to do with cer- 
tain alleged conversations he had had 
with White, when, It Is claimed. White 
talked of the prospective election of 
William Lorlmer to the United States 
senate. Doylo testified as to several 
conversations he Is declared to havo 
had with White In Sprlngfleld shortly 
yrlor to the election of Lorlmer. 
. White, on croas-e:camlnatIon, denied 
having told Gloss that he was going 
to vote for Lorlmer because the sena- 
tor was a friend of. the street car men 
and also that he told Glosa that Lorl- 
mer vfoa going to get him a "fat Job" 
after his election. 

Wnitam Rossell of the machinists* 
union testified that White had told 
him during a conversation that "these 
fellows" would have to "come across 
good and plenty" and that ho would bo 
"fljlng high" before long. 

Gloss on the stand admitted that In 
a conversation with Whito the latter 
had told him ho Intended to vote for 
Lorlmer because ho was. n frlond of 
tho street car men. I>ater, Gloss tes- 
tified, White aald to. him:. 

"My name was oway down In the 
list during tho voting and when It 
came my turn I was undecided as to 
what to do, 60 I Just called out 'Lorl- 
mcrl* and let It go at that^" 

Doyle, who was a labor lobbyist at 
Springfield, testlfled thatlh a conver- 
sation White had said to him: 

"You are the tightest bunch I 

ever saw. What do you think wo fel- 
lows nro going to llvo on-'-wlnd?" 

The witness said that "ViTiIto Im- 
prcBsed him as a man who would take 
a brlbe^- _ 

Kaflicryn Woods of East St Louis, 
the woman who had been often seen 
In j the company of Itdpresentatlvo 
White, was called to the ntand. She 
testified that White had C^Hd her that 
he' "was after tho Lorln-ir hunch,'* 
and that he had already ment |3,00O 
aa a member of the legist." lure, "and 
would get It aU back and i^nBlderablo 
more after my story of the "Illinois 
loglsaturo la printed." _. 

Miss Woods also testlCel that she 
changed several railroad ;?assea for 
AVhite. " 

She further stated that .White hod 
told her that ho had manjf' Influential 
friends In Chicago and thn'^after the 
story concerning Lorlmcr ft^d Browne 
would become public Wh'to intended 
to ' leave for Kuropo. 

A number of charact^ witnesses 
testified that the reputoMOn of the 
defendant was good;
